Such was his loving kindneſs towards us, that he left 
the throne of his father, to come down among us, to 
inſtruct us in the things which make for our good, and 
died for us, that we might live and reign with him in 
glory for ever. Surely ſuch tender compaſſion for fallen 
ſinners, calls for our moſt grateful acknowledgments. 
Such unheard of ſufferings muſt melt the heart with the 
tendereſt emotions, and ſhould lead us to ſincere re- 
pentance and evangelical faith in his precious blood and

St. MATTHEW was by birth a Galilean, and related to 
dur Lord by his mother's fide. He was a publican or tax- 
gatherer, before he was called by Jeſus Chriſt to follow him; 
which he immediately did. | 

After our Saviour's aſcenſion St. Matthew travelled into 
Ethiopia, and it is faid that he ſuffered martyrdom at Ned- 
daber, a city in thoſe parts, by what means is not known. 
By ſome it is ſaid that by his prayers he extinguithed the fire 
that was kindled to deſtroy him, and afterwards died a natural 
death. | | | 

He was the firſt of the four Evangeliſts, having written his 
golpel juſt before his departure from Judea, as a guide to the 
Jewiſh converts during his abſence. The authenticity of his 
golpel 1s undoubted, being confirmed by thoſe of Mark, Luke, 
and John, though ſome things omitted by the former are men- 
Moned by the latter. : 
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THIS Evangeliſt was born of Jewiſh parents, of the tribe 
of Levi, and is by St. Peter called his ſon, having been a 
diſciple of that Apoftle, by whom it is {aid he was converted. 

St. Mark's goſpel contains ſeveral things omitted by the 
other Evangeliſts, in their hiſtories of our Saviour. He 
5 in Egypt, where he eſtabliſhed a church; he travel- 

ed in Lybia, and converted many to the faith of his Maſter. 

When St. Mark was preaching in his church at Alexandria, 
ſome of the idolatrous inhabitants broke in upon him, and 
dragged him by his feet through the ſtreets, till his fleſh was 
torn off his bones, and he expired under their hands. They 
afterwards burned him. 

His martyrdom is ſuppoſed to have happened in the reign 
of Nero, the Roman Emperor, an era remarkable for the per- 
ſecutions of the church of Chriſt, which, ſo far from ſuppreſ- 
fing, greatly encreaſed her members. 


St. LUKE was born at Antioch, a city of great riches and 
eminence for learned men. This Apoſtle had the advantage 
of a liberal education, and was by profeſſion a phyſician. He 
was the companion and fellow-labourer of St. Paul in the mi- 
niſtry, and rendered himſelf eminently uſeful as a phyſician, 
and as a miniſter of the Goſpel of Chriſt. 4-508 


St. Luke followed St. Paul in all his dangers, both at Jeru- 
falem and Rome, and other places : he ſupplied his wants in 
priſon, and aſſiſted him in his miniſtry. During St. Paul's 
impriſonment at Rome, St. Luke wrote his Goſpel, and alſo 
the Acts of the Apoſtles, as a ſupplement thereto, and as an 
hiſtory of the firſt age of the primitive church. Having tra- 
velled through Greece, where he converted many to the Chriſ- 
tian faith, and planted ſeveral churches, his zeal was at length 
rewarded with martyrdom, in the eightieth year of his age. 
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THIS is the Diſciple that Jeſus loved. He was the youngeſt 
of all the Apoſtles, and ſurvived the Jongeſt, being an hundred 
years old, when he died. He was the moſt firm and ſteadfaſt 
of all the Diſciples, in the attachment to his maſter, not be- 
ing aſhamed to own him when ſurrounded by guards: he fol- 
lowed him to the croſs, and before he was crucified, as a proof 
of the tender affe&ion he entertained for his beloved Diſciple, 
he recommended his mother to the protection of John; a duty 
he. fulfilled by taking her to his own houſe, and behaving to 
her with the moſt pious filial attention till her death, | 

St. John propagated the goſpel in Aſia, and reſided ſome 
time at Epheſus ; he alſo founded churches at Smyrna, Perga- 
mos, Thyatira, Sardis, Philadelphia, Laodicea, and other 
Places. He was at length condemued at Rome, to be thrown 
into a cauldren of boiling oil; but he came out unhurt, he 
was afterwards baniſhed te Patmos, where he wrote the Ree 
velations, and died. n FM

THOUGH St. Paul was dot ranked as one of the twelve 


apoſtles, yet, being called in ſo miraculous a manner to the 


miniſtry, and ſuffering ſo much for the ſake of Chriſt, he him 

ſelf ſays, he was not behind the chiefeſt apoſtles. | 
St. Paul was born at Tarfus, a Roman tree city, three hun- 

dred miles from Jeruſalem. He was by trade a tent-maker. 


He was educated in principles of violent oppoſition to chriſ- 


tianity ; he confeſſes himſelf one of thoſe who ſlew Stephen; 


and continued his perſecutions till his converſion in his journey 


to Damaſcus. Having preached much among the Jews, he 


turned to the Gentiles, and founded a church at Corinth. The 
life and travels of this illuſtrious apoſtle being by far too great 


for our limits, we refer our young readers to the Acts of the 


Apoſtles, and his own Epiſtles; and conclude by ſaying, that 


having converted thouſands, travelled over moſt parts of Eu- 
rope and Aſia, founding churches and working miracles, he 
at laſt ſuffered martyrdom at a place called Aqua-Salva, three 
Ales from Rome, 3 : ;

St. PETER was born at Bethſaida, in Galilee, where he 
was brought up a fiſherman: he was the. oldeſt of the Apoſtles, 
and the firft that was called to that dignity.

St. Peter wrote his Second Epiſtle from Rome, a little before 
his death, being crucified there by order of the tyrant Nero: 
he was led up to the top of a mount, and was crucified with 
his head downwards, thinking it too high an honour to die 


in the ſame poſture his Lord and Maſter ſuffered. St. Peter 


and St, Paul both received the honour of martyrdom on the

The wife of St. Peter, being a zealous woman in the cauſe 
of Chrift and his goſpel, ſuffered martyrdom long before her 
huſband, Who was prefent on the occaſion, and encouraged

WAS a native of Bethſaida, it is ſuppoſed that he preached 
the goſpel in Upper Aſia, and planted chriſtianity in Sythia. 


Having for many years preached, baptized, and ſettled 
chriſtian churches, healing diſeaſes, and caſting out devils, 
with great ſucceſs. The latter part of his life he ſpent in 
Hieropolis, where he gained many to the chriſtian faith, for 
which he was ſeized and impriſoned, and afterwards ſcourged 
and led to execution, being bound and hanged up againſt a 
pillar till he died. | | 


It is ſaid his body was taken down by St. Bartholomew, 
and Philip's own ſiſter, Mariamne, and decently buried: after 


which, having confirmed the people in the faith of Chriſt, 


they departed.

St. BARTHOLOMEW. 


St. BARTHOLOMEW was of Cana in Galilee, and it is 
thought he travelled in India, preaching the goſpel, and at 2 
city called Albangele, in Armenia, he ſuffered martyrdom, 
being condemned þy the governor of that place to be flead 
alive, and afterwards crucified. 


It is remarkable that St. John never takes notice of this 
apoſtle by the name of Bartholomew, but mentions Natha- 
niel; this apparent contradiction is reconciled hy the apoſtle's 
bearing both thoſe names, and is diſtinguiſhed ſomeimes 
by the one, and ſometimes by the other. But the ſame cha- 
rater and circumſtances being applied to both, there can 
be no doubt but it is one and the ſame perſon, although in 
the latter part of his miniſtry he is conſtantly called Barthe-

St. JAMES the LESS was of the tribe of Judah, and 
was a perſon of unuſual integrity and ſanctity of life, from 
whence he acquired the furname of the JUST. St. James 
wrote the epiſtle bearing his name. He was ſingularly uſeful 


in eſtabliſhing the chriſtian faith, and ſuffered much perſeeu- 


tion on that account. | 0 

Ananas the high-prieſt at laſt ſummoned a council, before 
which, James was brought, and ordered to fpeak to the people 
from the battlements of the temple, it being the feaſt of paſ- 
ſoyer, having aſcended, he was thrown headlong from the 


ſummit of the temple, when one of the people ſtruck him on 


the head, which put an end to his life.

Ae with St. Paul, by the learned Gamaliel. - Jeſu: 

When St. Paul came to Jeruſalem, after his converſion, he A 
found Barnabas there, who introduced him to the reſt of the wx 
apoſtles, and abode in Peter's houfe fifteen days. He after- 
wards travelled with St. Paul, and preached to the Gentiles

It is ſaid that Barnabas ended his days in his own ee recei
